DEADLOCK AT LINCOLN. 


REASON FOR THE RETURN OF 
MINISTER HATCH TO HAWAII 


Big Advance 
Step Taken—Strikers 
May Agree to a Compromise Pend­ 
ing Arbitration—Judge Refuses to 
Grant An Injunction—Iowa Miners 
Quit W ork. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Sept. 2.—The board of 
directors of the New York and Cleve­ 
land Gas Coal Company met Wednes­ 
day and authorized President W. P. 
De Armit to sign the uniformity agree­ 
ment. This is a big step toward better 
conditions of the coal trade after Jan. 
I. Many large firms have been waiting 
on Mr. De Armit, and will now attach 
their signatures to the agreement. 
Even if the miners lose the strike it is 
certain now that uniformity will pre­ 
vail and higher wages will be paid, be­ 
ginning with the first of the year. 
Nothing was done at the joint meeting 
of large and small coal operators. The 
alacrity with which National President 
Ratch ford seemed to jump at the prop 
osition to compromise the strike at 64 
cents pending arbitration changed the 
minds of all operators. They decided 
to do nothing until they see what action 
the miners’ national executive board 
takes on the 64-cent proposition. 
Even if Ratchford and others accept 
the 64-cent rate pending arbitration 
there is no certainty that the strike 
will end without rioting at the camps 
in the vicinity of the De Armit mines. 
Some of the district executive officials 
are opposed to any compromise and say 
any action in Columbus must be rati­ 
fied by a delegate convention in Pitts­ 
burg. 
Col. W. P. Rend of Chicago said: 
*‘If other operators are afraid to talk 
of our plans I am not. 
W ithin three 
days we will be prepared to ship into 
this district hundreds, yes, thousands 
of men if necessary. We have never 
abated in our preparations to start the 
mines and will undoubtedly have them 
running in a few days. Few operators 
believe the miners’ officials in Colum­ 
bus will accept the 64-cent proposi­ 
tion.”

Report on Illinois Crops. 
Springfield, 111., Sept. 2.—The statis­ 
tical report of the state board of agri­ 
culture for Aug. I is an index to the 
vast wealth that comes from the soil 
of the Prairie state. The report says 
that 1,938, 442 acres, or 53 per cent of 
the whole area seeded to wheat, was 
destroyed by floods or winter killed 
and plowed up, leaving only 898,786 
acres for harvest. 
The greatest loss 
was in the central part of the state, 
where but 23 per cent of the fall plant­ 
ing was harvested. The quality of the 
yield was good, and averaged eleven 
bushels to the acre. 
The total yield 
was 10,255,525 bushels. 
The average 
price paid to farmers Aug. I was 67 
cents and the total value of the crop 
raised was $6,924,013. 


Indianapolis Swept By Wind, 
Indianapolis, Iud., Sept. 2.—A terrific 
windstorm swept over this city at

Her Political Aspirations. 
Professor Felix Adler, in an address 
on “ The Political Aspirations of Wom­ 
e n ,’’ says: 
“ In no country is there more defer­ 
ence shown to woman than in ours, 
not alone in the outward exhibition 
shown them of courtesy, but genuine 
respect, which comes from all ranks of 
society 
Yet she is denied the franchise, 
except iii a few states, aud there her 
franchise is in most cases confined to 
local matters. 
“ Her position, it has been often said, 
is sim ilar to that of infants, crim inals 


and the insane. 
Some even go furthej* 
and say it is worse, for the infant w ill 
grow to manhood and inherit the right 
of citizenship, the sentence of the crim ­ 
inal w ill expire aud his rights be re­ 
stored to him , and even the insane per­ 
son may recover his reasoning power 
and enjoy the franchise again. 
In no 
country is there greater liberty, yet it 
w as the intention of our fathers to lim it 
the m ale voters by a property require­ 
m ent, which was swept away by a tide 
of democracy early in the century. Our 
fathers probably never intended matters 
to be as they are, but their barriers were 
unable to stand before the rushing tide 
of young democracy. 
Then came the 
civil war, and the franchise was given 
to the colored man, yet it is still w ith­ 
held from half of ttie population. 
“ Women need the ballot for self pro­ 
tection. 
It is true no class can safely 
trust its interest to another. 
This is to 
me one of the convincing arguments in 
favor of woman suffrage, aud I think it 
should be worked for deliberately aud 
conscientiously. I believe that when the 
tim e is ripe they should be participants 
in the government. 
I strongly believe 
that, but I believe the time, however, 
is not yet ripe. ” 
In conclusion, Professor Adler said 
that education was the argument to 
open the gates. Great power, he assert­ 
ed, did not beget freedom. 
Whenever 
there had been great political success 
there had been great political training.

Mrs. Lucy L. Flower, a trustee of 
the U niversity of Illinois, w riting in 
The Outlook on “ Women In Public! 
Life, ” says: 
“ N ine-tenths of our public school 
teachers are women. 
Some of the very 
best and most successful principals are 
women, and these women should cer­ 
tainly have a representative of their 
own sex among the school directors, 
some person or persons who can see and 
present the wom an’s point of view 
Our state universities are all coeduca­ 
tional, and the interests of the young 
wom en in these institutions require rep­ 
resentatives on their governing boards.
